In 
youth there may be a bigger produc- 
tlon of brawn, but later itis equally 
likely to mean early heart strain and 
kidney bother and neither of those 
states Indicates an emulation of the 
Methuselah legend. 


The real truth Hes somewhere on 
these Ilnes, Find out what sults 
best. Be as moderate in all things 
dietary os possible. Masticate 
thoroughly and slowly. As middle- 
age comes on reduce diet somewhat 
and rest always after a meal. Drink 
morning and evening, but as tittle; 
as possible with meals. 

Let poultry, fish, milk, eggs, 
cereals, wholemeal, fruit and vegeta- 
ble replace most other things ofter 
thirty or forty. 


Between Meats. 


It Is not a good thing to be nib- 
bling and nipping at all times ond 
between regular meals... Many 
people never seem to think that thelr 
stomachs need a rest ora minute's 
sholidny.

THAT the first accused had confessed to the murder 
and at the same time implicated the other prisoners was 
the evidence given by Mr. F. W. Shaftain, A.D.C.L, at the 
Criminal Sessions when hearing of the murder charge 
against six men was continued before the Chief Justice, 
Sir Atholl MacGregor. 

The accused were Trot Lam, 30, 

Leung Kam, 28, Li Fuk, 26, Chan 
Luk, 30, Li Wansheung, 27, and Chan 
Kam, 27.0 They were charged with 
the murder of Ll Hung by throwing 
Hint overboard a ecarzo. Junk near 
Yous Ko Island on May 23, 

Mr. J. B. Prentis, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, prosecuted. Mr. Hin-shing 
Lo, instructed by Mr. S. Ne Quinn, 
was for the frst, third and sixth 
accused, and Mr. G, She, instructed 
by Mr. D. McCallum, defended the 
others, 

The following comprised the Jury: 
Messrs. A, Wright (Foreman), Yicl 
Soy-kwun, A, Stalker, F. X. Botelho, 
I, J. D. Lowe, B. W. Sinunons and 
C. M. Xnavier. 

No Persuasion Used 


Mr. Shaftain sald that when the 
first aecused was charged with mur- 
der, he said, “We six men murdered 
Li Hung," and then went on to give 
the names of the other prisoners, 
Originally ter men were charged with 
the crime. This stalement was shown 
to the other accused, except the 
fifth and sixth, in accordance with re- 
muations, The reason why the fifth 
sf and sixth were not shown the state- 
ment was because thelr answers to 
the charge made it unnecessary, 

Questioned by Mr, Lo, Mr. Shaftnin 
said 'no compulsion or persuasion ‘was 
used to induce the’ first prisoner to 
make the’ statement. 

Constable. Chiu Kam-yau, recilled, 
sald he was placed tn charge of the 
abandoned junk ut Ma Wan with a 
colleague, and during the time he 
was on board, he saw no-one. 

Ho To-tuns, Police interpreter, 
tead out the statements made by the 
necused when formally charged. The 
first, said he and the other five pri- 
soners murdered Lt Hung. The 
second denicd the charge, the third 
admitted it was oan affalr umong 
them, the fourth sald he knew nothing 
of the incident, the Afth stated he 
did not push anyone overboard, and 
the sixth admitted having murdered 
Li Hung,

Giving evidence. in the witness- 
box, the first accused admitted hav- 
ing robbed the junk but denied 
throwing anyone overboard, At the 
time of the robbery there were nine 
persons on board the junk, and they 
were transferred ta the robbers’ boat. 
The second, fourth and fifth accused 
sailed the cargo Junk away, while he, 
the third and sixth kept watch over 
‘he victims. 

LI Hung was not tied up nor was 
he thrown overboard.
